Questions You’ve Asked About 


FLORIDA GARDENING! 


Q. What are some hardy shrubs which will not winter- 
kill which you recommend for screen plantings? 


A. Viburnum odoratissimum, Illicium annisatum, § Li- 

gustrum lucidum, Ligustrum japonicum, Camellia sasan- 

qua, Feijoa sellowiana, Eleagnus pungens, etc. These 

may be used with Redbud, Dogwood, Wild Plum, or fruit 

trees for variety in season. 
* * 

Q. What large trees can be moved bare-root now? 


A. Thru April you may usually move Dogwood, Red- 
bud, Wildplum, Oaks, Maple, Crape Myrtle, Mimosa, 
Tulip trees, Chinese Elm, Tung trees, etc. However, if 
the new growth comes out early in April it will not be 
safe to do much transplanting except on the Oaks, 
which have been root-pruned. 
* * * 

Q. Why do nurseries sell Ixora, Crotons, and other ten- 
der shrubs when they know the cold will kill them? 


A. Sometimes there are several years between freezes, 
and these plants are not damaged at all. They are 
reasonably inexpensive to replace, and add so much color 
to a planting, that they are considered ‘’Expendable’’ — 
something you may replace without too much cost if 
they are killed. Remember, this is the coldest winter 
in Florida in many years — and it may be many more 
before we have another, we hope! In the meantime, we 
enjoy the beautiful foliage and flowering shrubs in our 
gardens. 
* * * 

Q. How can you plan a planting for your home to 
have color most of the year, and still have something left 
when cold weather comes on? 


A. It is wise to use only the more hardy shrubs as back- 
ground plants, both in the border and in the foundation 
planting. You may then use the tender shrubs for ac- 
cent plantings. Should they freeze you still have green 
hardy shrubs for preventing that ‘’bare’’ look you get if 
you landscape completely with tender plants. 


Q. If grafted Hibiscus plants are killed to the ground 
will they come back the same variety? 


A. No, they will be the variety used for root-stock, 
which is usually the Single Scarlet or one of the more 
vigorous varieties. Many of the Hibiscus were killed 
back only partially and if they are not killed below the 
graft you will have your original variety.

Q. When should you fertilize Azaleas? 


A. Fertilize first as soon as they have finished bloom- 
ing, and then follow with another application in about 
sixty days. Be sure to use a special Azalea and Camellia 
fertilizer, as Azaleas demand an acid soil to do well.

Q. Do you ever prune Azaleas? | have a friend who 
tells me it should not be done. 


A. Certainly — you have to prune them to keep them 
shapely and from becoming leggy. Also it may be neces- 
sary to prune them to keep them from getting too large 
for their location.
